The Eulgarians now\ have discover- 
ed that they have been completely 
misled” in regard to the conditions 
prevailing in the beleagured Turkish 
fortress of Adrianople and  conse- 
quently have decided that a prompt 
change in their policy is necessary.

Shukri Pasha, it appears, deluded 
the Bulgarians ‘by means of ‘false re- 
ports, spread by supposed deserters, 
who reached the Bulgarians lines, 
drawn around the city. The com- 
manders of the Bulgarian forces now 
know the truth, and Bulgaria has 
determined to force a speedy solu-
